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iwyer Says 
Bollard Wife 
•as Impaired 


Intent to Flee Denied 
£ Appeal for Bail 



^j| he wife of accused spy Jonathan 
Ja^ Pollard was not fully aware of 
what was happening when her hus- 
j^d drove to the Israeli Embassy 
wtth her and unsuccessfully sought 
political asylum, according to court 
papers filed yesterday by the wife’s 
attorney. 

.I'-Th an appeal of a U.S. magis- 
trate's denial of bail to Anne Hen- 
<5erson-Pollard, her attorney dis- 
closed that Henderson-Pollard un- 
dB&Iwent a surgical procedure for a 
sg&nach problem in which she was 
sfcdated less than three hours be- 
fore she accompanied her husband 
to the Israeli Embassy in Upper 
Northwest Washington on Nov. 21. 

* “ . . . Her cognitive powers were 
impaired, and it is a reasonable in- 
ference that she was not indepen- 
dently seeking to flee,” according to 
papers filed by her attorney James 
_F. Hidey. 

Pollard, 31, a civilian Navy coun- 
terterrorist analyst, was arrested 
outside the Israeli Embassy after 
his request for asylum was denied. 
.Henderson-Pollard, 25, was ar- 
rested the next day on Nov. 22 and 
charged with unauthorized posse- 
sion of classified U.S. documents. 


Earlier this week, U.S. magis- 
trate Patrick J. Attridge ordered 
'Henderson-Pollard held in custody 
: without bond. Attridge found that 
she represented a serious risk to 
national security and that there was 
a good chance she might flee the 
country if she were released. 

In a written opinion issued yes- 
terday. Attridge said there was 
^substantial” evidence that the cou- 
pte engaged in spying-related ac- 
, trvities. Hidey is seeking to have a 
; U.S. District Court judge overturn 
J Attridge's denial of bail to Hender- 
son-Pollard. 

J-Iidey said in his appeal that the 
‘government's argument for holding 
h^r without bail is based on “un- 
;4cmnded speculation and conjec- 
ture.” He said the government is 
•relying on the “spillover effect” of 
tffe evidence against Pollard. 

East week Attridge ordered Pol- 
lard, who is charged with selling 
8-S. secrets to the Israelis, held in 
custody without bond after his at- 
torney did not oppose the govern- 
ment's request for no bond. 

Federal prosecutors have said 
that when the FBI stopped the cou- 
ple outside the Israeli Embassy, 
Henderson-Pollard had in her purse 
tfie couple’s birth certificates and 
marriage license. 

According to Hidey’s appeal, dur- 
ing the live days Henderson-Pollard 
remained free after learning of the 
H3I investigation of her husband 
“there is not a scintilla of evidence” 
that l leuderson- Pol lard disclosed 
any classified information. 
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
